T rade. 
New York, Fob. 2.—Rradstreet’s re­ 
view of trade says irregular weather 
conditions make for numerous cross 
currents in retail trade, but there is 
evidence of enlargement on some lines 
of sitting 
business, notably 
cotton 
goods, demand for which 
is limited 
only by capacity of mills, wholesalers 
nr jobbers to deliver. 
In the Iron and 
steel trade conditions vary with the 
material and sections reported, so far 
as future business is concerned. The 
receding of the waters has made 
for 
a resumption of trade and industrial 
activities in the Ohio valley. 
Colder 
weather 
and clearance 
sales 
have 
stimulated trade east and north. 
In 
the Northwest, trade, traffic and con­ 
struction feel the effect of heavy snow' 
falls, coming on top of an acute car 
shortage, though that section appears 
to be gradually winning out, except in 
parts of the Dakotas. 
There Is little 
change to be noted 
in crop reports. 
The cold weather of 
last week has 
been succeeded by rains or snow and 
the wheat belt has had a better snow 
covering than at any 
previous time 
this winter. 
The markets 
for tex­ 
tiles are 
strong, with cotton 
goods 
leading 
and displaying 
remarkable 
strength. 
Prints, percales, ginghams 
and, in fact all lines 
of cottons sell 
freely at high prices. 
Dress fabrics 
of silk, worsted and 
linen sell well. 
Woolens are not so active. 
Rubber 
footwear, neglected last winter, sells 
actively. 
Shoes are doing well at re­ 
tail. 
Demand for lumber feels season­ 
able conditions, 
but future 
business 
booked Is large.

Thaw’s Attorneys Are Satisfied. 


“We are entirely satisfied with the 
jury,”

Thaw’s leading counsel, and he added 
that he would not consent to any fur­ 
ther alterations of the personnel. 
“The defense will be ready to pro­ 
ceed the minute the prosecution lias 
finished Its case,” declared John IL 
Gleason, another of Thaw’s attorneys. 
Assistant District Attorney Oarvan 
will make the opening address for the 
prosecution. 
His 
remarks 
will 
be 
very 
brief, occupying 
perhaps 
not 
more 
than 
twenty 
minutes. 
Tho 
state will then introduce 
only such 
witnesses as are able to prove that 
Stanford White was shot and killed 
by Harry 
K. Thaw' on the 
Madison 
Square roof garden the nigiit of June 
25, 
last. 
In announcing 
that 
the 
prosecution w'ould not require more 
than ono session of the court, Mr. Je­ 
rome is evidently of the opinion that 
the cross-examination of the state’s 
wetnesses as to the actual committal 
of the tragedy will not be very long. 
From the questions which have so 
persistently been put to the talesmen 
by Thaw’s attorneys as to prejudice 
against a defense on insanity, it is 
generally 
believed that 
a plea 
of 
emotional insanity will be the defense 
of the young defendant. 
This probably will lead to a cross­ 
questioning of the state’s witnesses as 
to any 
peculiarity they may 
have 
noticed in Thaw’s conduct the night 
of the tragedy, 
in which 
event the 
conclusion of tile state’s direct testi­ 
mony may take longer than is now' 
anticipated. 
Thaw seemed to be in tile hest of 
spirits as the last juror was sworn in. 
Forty talesmen had been examined in 
vain during the day and everyone in

hour of adjournment to arrive, when 
Bernard Gerstman, wrho said he was

The Snow Storm Raging Last 


Night and Today the Worst 


Of the Season by Far 


FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


ALL FREIGHTS ARE TIED UP 


Practically all Freight Traffic is 


Abandoned and Passenger 


Schedules Obliterated 


Tho blizzard which swept down on 
Minnesota from North Dakota last night 
is by far tho worst of the season so far 
as tying up railroad traffic is concerned. 
There have been storms that were cold­ 
er and storms in which more snow fell 
but the wind lins been a terrible propo­ 
sition in this storm and has packed the 
snow until it was hard even for a snow 
plow to penetrate it. 
Reports have reached the local rail­ 
way men that tho G reat Northern had 
seven passenger trains stuck in the 
snow this morning. 
Two wore up near 
Bemidji, three in North Dakota and two 
near Glendive, Montana. 
No. 91 was reported indefinitely late 
because of snow on the Morris branch 
a freigt crow was sont Brainerd to 
make the M. Jc I. connection. 
No. 21, 
the Peavine, is tied up at Morris, and 
though No. 22 left here this morning 
there is little reason to believe that it 
will reach Morris. 
No. 14 reached hero at 7.'50 and en 
gine 554 was added to her equipment 
and she left here with a double header. 
No. IO, the early train to St. Baul had a 
big six wheeler in addition to her rogu 
lar road engine and succeeded in reach­ 
ing the twin cities. 
On the M. 
I. all freights were an­ 
nulled and all efforts were direct. J to < 
getting the passenger trains ever tho 
road. 
A big freighter was pressed into 
service at the north 
end and No. 30 
came down with a double header but 
even then was unable to any where near 
make time and the same was truo of No. 
ll, tho passenger from tho east. 
In Dakota everything in the way of 
freight trains is tied up and the passen­ 
gers are in almost as bad a condition.

Minnesota State Highway Commission 


has Made Public the Report of the 


First Year’s Work 


The stat* highway commission has 
published its first annual report bearing 
date of December 15, 190(5. 
T he com­ 
mission roport in favor of submitting a 
now constitutional amendment ta th* 
people creating a fund to be known as 
tho state and bridge fund and also pro­ 
viding 
constitutionally for tho state 
highway commission. 
The commission 
now exists by reason of legislative en­ 
actment and the commission evidently 
believes that its existence should be 
based on the organic law of the state. 
Tho commission makes several im ­ 
portant recommendations to the gov 
ernor in tho report, among them being 
that town and county clerks be com­ 
pelled by law to make an annual report 
to tho commission of moneys levied and 
expended on all roads in their respec­ 
tive districts. 
The ropeal of the statute 
labor tax is advocated and the pay­ 
ment of all taxes in money, also tho cu t­ 
ting of the weeds and grass along the 
highway the first of each September. 
W ith their report is furnished a report 
on the highway commissions of tile 
states of New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticutt and Massachusetts. 
Among 
other tilings the report contains a copy 
of the la v urder which tho commission 
wonts and also a map showing the roads 
designated by the various county com­ 
missioners as state roads. 
It is evident 
from the map that if there is any con­ 
tinuous system of roads adopted some 
of tho roads designated by the county 
commissioners must be changed.

Wholesalers say Railroads Refuse 


to Furnish Cars for Anything 


But Company Coal 


Tho coal situation bore is now the 
worst of the season. 
Tho local d e a l e r s 
have not a pound, though they have 
had a large number of cars ordered for 
a long ti mo. 
The coal wholesalers state 
in their letters that the railroad com 
panics refuse to furnish cars for any­ 
thing but company coal. 
The whole 
sillers would doubtless be glad to supply 
tho small dealers as tile margin on the 
coal sold them is much larger than that 
furnished tho railroads but the latter are 
in a position to dictate and feel 
that 
they must have fuel for themselves first. 
The wood situation was apparently a 
little easier just before the blizzard and 
thoro was a large amount of wood 
headed for the city by rail, besides tho 
large amount being furnished by the 
farmers in the surrounding country. 
The blizzard, however, has blocked both 
sources of supply. 
The roads are rend­ 
ered impassable and the 
freights are 
tied up so that tho fuel situation is tho 
most acute of the year today. 
Messrs. Fisher and Budd state that 
they have given up expecting coal until 
it comes and are giving customers no 
encouragement, having turned down 
over $500 worth of business in the past 
few days. 
There is considerable criticism among 
those who failed to lay in a supply of 
coal last fall because tho dealers did 
not lay in enough to supply the city for 
the 
winter. 
A 
hardware 
merchant 
stated to T h e D ispa tc h that there had 
boon nearly five times as many hard 
coal stoves sold in Brainerd this winter 
as any season before. 
In addition to 
this there have been hundreds who had 
the so-called oak stove who burned 
wTood heretofore who are burning coal 
this winter. 
This makes the demand 
much heavier than the dealers early in 
the season could have anticipated had 
they been able to secure storage room, 
which they were not.

PLAGUE STONES. 


Reminders of the Time of the Greet 
Pestilence In En g lan d . 
The story of the groat plague of 
Loudon Is fam iliar to all reader : of his 
tory and has been de lit with by many 
writers of fiction. Eve a Hu* bypaths of 
history supply much HU_.,ostive matter, 
while hidden awny in church war lens' 
and other old acc Hints are many items 
that remind us of th >se days. 
Here, 
for example, are two entries from th * 
parish accounts of St. Mary YVoolnoth, 
London:

The crosses were about a foot in 
length. The crosses served as a cau­ 
tion against entering such houses. 
In 
various parts of England the plague 
stones are silent reminders of tho time 
when epidemics laid low so many in­ 
habitants both in town and country. 
A 
stone 
in the 
Derby 
arboretum 
bears the following inscription: 
“ Headless Cross or Market Stone— 
This stone formed part of the ancient 
Cross at the upper end of Friar Gate 
and was used by the inhabitants of 
Derby as a market stone during the 
visitation of the plague 10»Jo. It is thus 
described by Hutton in his ‘History of 
Derby:’ 
“ ‘1005- Derby was again visited by 
the p'ague at the same time in which 
London fell under the severe calamity. 
The town was forsaken; the farmers 
declined the market place, and grass 
grew upon that spot which had fur 
wished the supports of life. 
“ ‘To prevent a famine the inhabit­ 
ants erected at the top of Nuns’ Green, 
one or two hundred yards from Hie 
buildings, now F ria r Gate, what bore 
the name of Headless Cross, consisting 
of about four quadrangular steps five 
feet high. I knew it In perfection. 
“ ‘Hither the market people, having 
their mouth primed with tobacco as a 
preservative, brought their p rovisions, 
stood at a distance from their property 
and at a greater from the town’s peo­ 
ple. with whom they were to traffic. 
“ ‘The buyer was not suffered to 
touch any of the articles before pur­ 
chase. 
W hen the agreement was fin­ 
ished he took the goods and deposited 
the money in a vessel filled w ith vine­ 
gar set for that purpose.’ ” 
The mention of tobacco in the fore­ 
going inscription is a curiosity, show­ 
ing that the wood was then regarded 
as a very efficacious preventive. 
Winchester suffered much from the 
plague in I bdl I. on tin* downs near the 
city are numerous curiously shaped 
mounds which are said to cover the 
pits into which the dead were cast. 
When the pestilence raged a primi­ 
tive kind of quarantine was practiced. 
The country folk supplied food, which 
was placed 011 a stone outside tho city. 
and in exchange the citizens placed 
money in a bowl of water. 
The old plague stone still remains, 
built into the base of a monument, 
which bears an inscription as follows: 
“ This monument is erected by the 
Society of Natives on the very spot of 
ground from which the markets were j 
removed and whose basis Is the very 
Atone on which exchanges were made 
while the city lay under the scourge of 
the destroying pestilence in the year 
sixteen hundred sixty-six. The Society 
of Natives was founded on the 2Gth of 
August, I<5(59, for the relief of the w id­ 
ows and orphans of their fellow citi­ 
zens who died of tin* great plague.” 
Beneath 
a 
spreading 
tree 
in 
Hie 
grounds of Tothby House, near Alford, 
Lincolnshire, is a plague stone. About 
275 years ago the inhabitants of Spils- 
by and the surrounding villages day 
after day toiled up to the top of Miles 
Gross hill, which overlooks the wide 
marsh country, with Alford lying just 
at the foot. 
A t the top they left food, etc., for the 
poor sufferers and took in return mon­ 
ey deposited In vessels containing w a­ 
ter or other liquid placed on the plague 
stone. Then the people of Alford came 
up the other side of the hill for their 
supplies. 
Thus the two parties kept 
well apart.—Chambers’ Journal.

Not 
one of the tw e n ty men escaped w ith ­ 
out some injury, but half of them were 
able to light their way out and to give 
aid to their less fortunate comrades. 
Gangs of m en

put to 
work clearing a w ay the wreckage and 
rescuing the imprisoned firemen. By 
noon all hut th re e of their num ber had 
been released and hurried to hospitals. 
It is said that none of the injured will 
die. 
rho rescuers worked in relays all 
afternoon but no trace of the missing 
men could 
be found.

th** ruins and by the light of arc lam ps 
the work of rescue was kept lip.
